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Arson a hot crime in 
Lee and Owsley 

Lqq and Owsley counties are in the highest per 
capita ranking in the state for arson, according to the 
Kentucky State Police’s 2011 Crime Report. 

The report shows three arsons for Lee County and 
one for Owsley. They rank so high because of their 
low populations. The nearby counties of Breathitt and 
Jackson are also listed in the highest category. 

The report has five categories: no offenses reported, 
lowest, medium low, medium high and highest. 

Lee County was listed in the medium high category 
of fraud during 2011, as was Breathitt. 

Owsley County was in the highest category for 
weapon law violations. 

The report shows the numbers of different kinds of of¬ 
fenses, and which agency reported and cleared them. 

There were 227 serious offenses reported in Lee 
County during 2011, and 74 were cleared. The Ken¬ 
tucky State Police reported 129 and cleared 36. The 
Lee County Sheriff’s Office reported 14 and cleared 
13. The Beattyville Police Department reported 20 
and cleared 10. Other (unnamed) agencies reported 
64 and cleared 15. 

There were 154 serious offenses in Owsley County 
reported by the state police. Of those, 49 were cleared. 
There were no data for the Owsley County Sheriff’s 
Office, the Booneville Police Department or other 



agencies. 

The number of cases cleared cannot be directly related 
to the number reported because they could be cleared 
the following year. 

The most reported crime in both counties was drug/ 
narcotic offenses. 

There were 128 of those cases reported in Lee County 
and 96 in Owsley. 

There were 48 DUI arrests in Lee County during the 
year, with males in 36 and females in 12. 

Owsley County had 54 DUI arrests, and 40 were 
males and 14 females. 

A crime is committed in Lee County every 38 hours 
and 35 minutes. 

In Owsley County, a crime is committed every two 
days and eight hours. 

There are three state police officers assigned to Lee 
County; two members of the Lee County Sheriff’s 
Office; five in the Beattyville Police Department; and 
six in other agencies. 

Owsley County has three state police officers; two 
members of the Owsley County Sheriff’s Office; three 
in the Booneville Police Department; and none in other 
agencies.

Winchester defense attorney who practices in 
Lee and Owsley counties was sentenced to six months 
in jail Friday for contempt of court. However, Bruce 
Francisky, the attorney, was scheduled to be released 
Tuesday, August 7. 

Circuit Judge Tom Jones sent Francisky to the Three 
Forks Regional Jail for “consistent and inappropriate 
attitude.” 

Francisky is known as a passionate representative 
for his clients. His displays of passion have often led 
to disagreements with other attorneys during court 
proceedings.

Thief robs couple 
of magic 

Kelly Burmeister and Corey Perez fell in love with each 
other and the rugged rock faces of Lee, Wolf and Powell coun¬ 
ties. 

The two rock climbers from Michigan wanted to climb the 
world-famous area and be married here. 

And, while they have done both of those things, they may 
never come back. 

On Wednesday, July 25, the couple parked their Volkswagen 
Jetta off Bald Rock Road. It was around 6 p. m., and they 
thought they would climb for two or three hours. 

When they returned at 9:30 p. m. they found the back pas¬ 
senger window had been broken. The rear seat had been ripped 
out and someone had gained access to the trunk. 

The thief or thieves had rifled through all of their belongings, 
and had taken Kelly’s purse, which had in it her passport, her 
Social Security Card, her driver’s license, a book of checks, 
her cell phone and her debit card. They also got prescription 
drugs that had just been recently refilled. 

They went back to where they were staying and called police. 
They also checked and found that $1,000 had been taken from 
their bank balance. 

One of the stolen checks had been used to pay for a pizza 
from a local restaurant, and, the couple said, Lee County Deputy 
Sheriff Kevin Shackleford told them that he had found the check 
writer at a local motel, and had made an arrest. 

For Perez, this is the second time he has had something stolen 
while climbing in the area. 

He said he had parked at a roadside spot near Natural Bridge 
about a year and a half ago, and someone had broken into his 
vehicle. Taken was an iPod and a backpack. 

Kelly called the area “a magical place,” but said that the theft 
had taken that from her. She said they might climb elsewhere 
in the future. 

Both said that they had been helped by many local people 
since the incident, and that helped.

Wanted! Copper thieves 


.Dealing with copper thefts is becoming expensive 
at Jackson Energy, and the electric cooperative is of¬ 
fering a $2,500 reward for information leading to the 
arrest of anyone caught stealing the wire. 

A rash of thefts have been centered in Lee, Owsley 
and Estill counties in the last few weeks. The stolen 
electric line has caused numerous power outages in 
the area, and also added thousands of dollars in main¬ 
tenance and repair costs to the co-op’s bottom line. 

Those costs are rolled into the operating budget, 
which ultimately affect electric rates and electric 
bills.’’The incidents are occurring more frequently,” 
Jackson Energy Chief Operations Office Carol Wright 
said of the stolen wire. “Jackson Energy can’t afford 
it and our members can’t afford it.” Making repairs 
to the damaged lines have added more than $70,000 
to the co-op’s maintenance costs. 

Jackson Energy District Operations Supervisor 
Marty York said the thieves are hitting remote areas 
and repairs often take the co-op crews half a day or an 
entire day to complete. “When we used to get a report 
of an outage you’d think of trouble on a line,” York 
says, “but now the first thing I think of is, ‘They’ve 
stolen the line. ’ “ To report a copper theft or suspected 
copper theft, call the Kentucky State Police at 1 800- 
222-5555. 

Authorities, however, need to catch the thieves 
in the act before they can be prosecuted. Wright said 



if anyone sees suspicious activity around the electric 
lines or poles, they should contact the Kentucky 
State Police immediately. Stealing copper wire is also 
dangerous. 

At least six deaths related to copper thefts have been 
reported in Kentucky, according to information from 
the Kentucky Public Service Commission. “These are 
energized electric lines,” Wright said. “Someone is 
risking their life for a couple of dollars.’’Copper thefts 
have become a problem in recent years as the prices 
of scrap metals have risen. Since 2003, the price has 
more than tripled from about $1 a pound to just over 
$3 a pound.Jackson Energy has taken steps to help 
curb the thefts. 

Some of the wire used by the co-op is now copper 
clad, or fake copper. It is made primarily of steel with a 
copper weld.In the meantime, Jackson Energy is turn¬ 
ing to the public to stem the rising costs of replacing 
electric lines.”We need our members’ help to get this 
problem under control,” Wright added.

INFLAMED EYELIDS 


The inflammation 
of the eyelids known 
as “blephartis” is often 
confused with conjunctivitis 
(“pink eye”) because their 
symptoms appear to be so 
familiar. However, unlike 
conjunctivitis, blepharitis, 
which is characterized by 
inflamed, itchy, red eyelids, 
is not contagious. The 
inflammation is caused by 
excessive oil being produced 
by the glands near the eyelid, 
which results in an overgrowth 
of bacteria that normally reside 
on the skin. Allergies may 
also cause the crust that forms 
along the eyelash line. Once 
the condition is properly 
diagnosed, treatment involves 
carefully daily cleansing of 
the edges of the eyelids, which 
removes the skin oils that cause 
the bacteria to overgrowth. 
Continued attention to eyelid 
cleanliness helps prevent 
further episodes of blepharitis.
